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Southern Gaza 
excluded from

TEL AVTV. - The committee prepar¬ 
ing the Labour Party’s platform far 
the forthcoming national conventioa 
has decided to exclude the southern 
Gaza Strip from the*‘secnrfty areas” 
to remain in bad’s hands after a 
peace agreement with Jordan. 

. The committee aUso dechted/dnr- 
ing a stonny meeting on Sunday 
night, to omit mention of the Camp 
David accords in the danse deafing' 
with interim autonomy measures. 
The danse was reduced to a single 
sentence reading: “Israel will initiate 
and discuss Interim measures on the 
path to peace.” 

Severed members gave notice dur¬ 
ing the meeting, which was attended 
by Prime Minister Peres and Defence 
Minister Rabin, that they would 
appeal the committee’s decisions at 
the convention. 

The committee split between 
hawks and doves on the issue of 
i security borders, with the biter 

■ arguing gainst -border specifica¬ 
tions. The hawks prevailed, and the 
platform wfll specify the north¬ 
western area of the Dead Sea, the 
Jordan valley, Gush Efcrion, and the 
environs of Jerusalem as remaining 
under Israefi sovereignty. 

Rabin’s demand that the platform 
not mention interim arrangements 
was overruled. 

- Strenuous debate ft expected at the 
conference on the status of settle¬ 
ments fat the occupied territories fol¬ 
lowing a peace arrangement. A 
danse guaranteeing the “continued 
existence and safety” of the settle¬ 
ments after peace, was retained de¬ 
spite strong opposition, 

Knesset Speaker Shlotno HiOel, a 
leading hawk, gave notice that he 
would appeal the derision to omit a 
danse saying that “in the event of a 
peace arrangement, the refugee 
P problem will find its solution.” . 

■ The resolution as a whole differs 
from its immediate predecessors in 
that it deals with “peace with Jordan 
and the Palestinians’' as a single 
entity. In its final version it is consis- 

* tent with Peres’s demand that it be 
sufficiently broad to encompass all 
options and not create ‘‘unilateral 
facts.” 

In one of the document’s most

Budget 
balancers 
make little 
progress

A wide range of measures aimed 
at balancing next year’s budget were 
offered at yesterday's meeting be¬ 
tween Prime Minister Peres. Fi¬ 
nance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i and 
the coalition executive. But only one 
proposal met the executive’s com¬ 
plete approval. 

The participants agreed to con¬ 
tinue the tax on motor vehicles after 
August, when it is due to expire, but 
agreed to cut it by one percentage 
point to 2 per cent a year. The tax, 
the participants agreed, would make 
it unnecessajy to cut pension be¬ 
nefits and raise the retirement age 
for women to 65 as originally prop¬ 
osed. 

The Treasury had sought, until the 
coalition executive decided otHfcr- 
wise yesterday, to reduce the senior¬ 
ity payments workers get above their 
basic National Insurance Institute 
allowance for each additional year of 
employment. 

A doubling of the $100 travel tax 1 
was rejected by both Peres and Mod¬ 
a'i, although they said that, if Israel’s 
foreign currency reserves begin 
dropping, the increase might be 
necessary. The two also rejected a 
proposed tax on stock exchange 
transactions, as well as the petrol tax 
suggested by MK Avraham Sbapira 
(Agudat Yisrael). 

Peres, however, said he remained 
firmly committed to imposing an 
annual education levy of $60 or $120. 
despite fierce opposition among 
backbenchers in his own Labour 
Party, as well as in the Likud. 

Likud faction Chairwoman Sara 
Doron said she and her Alignment 
counterpart, Rafi Edri, had both 
conducted that a majority could not 
be mustered in the Knesset to pass 
the education levy proposal. She 
said there was no sense in the gov¬ 
ernment asking the coalition to 
make a commitment it could not 
keep. 

The Alignment faction heads in¬ 
sisted that some of the money

U.S. naval planes sink 
Libyan boat, destroy base

WASHINGTON. - U.S. naval 
aircraft destroyed a Libyan 
guided-raissile patrol boat and a 
SAM-5 surface-to-air missile 
base yesterday after six Libyan 
missiles were fired at American 
aircraft in the Gulf of Sidra, the 
White House announced late last 
night. 

White House Spokesman Larry 
Speaker said the U.S. navy will con¬ 
tinue to patrol the area as long as 
American officials deem it neces¬ 
sary. There are over 30 ships with 
three aircraft carriers off the “Line 
of Death" delineated by Libyan 
leader Muammar Gaddafi in the 
Gulf of Sidra. 

Secretary of Defence Caspar 


Weinberger told reporters here tbat 
no damage had been done to U.S. 
equipment and no American had 
been hurt. 

Speakes said the Libyan patrol 
boat was destroyed by a Harpoon 
missile because it was moving fast 
and ominously close to U.S. ships in 
the area. He said the Libyan vessel 
was over 100 miles from the Libyan 
coast. 

“The ship is dead in the water, 
burning, and appears to be sinking." 
he said. “There are no apparent 
survivors.” 

He said damage to the Libyan 
missile site on the shore was still 
being assessed. 

Saying that the U.S. does not 
consider the episode closed, the 
spokesman added: “We now consid¬ 


er all approaching Libyan forces to 
have hostile intent." 

In explaining the U.S. response. 
Speakes said the American exercise 
was legal and reaffirmed freedom of 
navigation in international waters 
and airspace. “We deny Libya's 
claims that its territorial waters ex¬ 
tend throughout the Gulf of Sidra, as 
almost all other nations do, and 
condemn Libya's actions," Speakes 
said. “They point out again, for all to 
see the aggressive and unlawful na¬ 
ture of Gaddafi's regime."

Arson suspected 
in giant matza blaze

PETAH TTKVA. - Fire yesterday 
struck the country's largest matza 
company for the third time in six 
weeks, and firefighters and the 
firm's owners believe arson is behind 
the string of blazes. 

Yesterday's fire at a storeroom of 
the Matzot Yisrael factory here des¬ 
troyed 200.000 packages of matza. 
The country's matza manufacturers 
intend to keep their plants running 
three shifts a day to prevent a shor¬ 
tage this Pessab. 

A blaze at the same factory six 
weeks ago destroyed 150,000 pack¬ 


ages of matza, and a fire last week at 
the same firm's Matzot Aviv plant in 
Bnei Brak, destroyed another 
150,000 packages intended for ex¬ 
port. 

Israelis normally consume 2 mil¬ 
lion packages of matza each Pessah. 

“The whole thing is very strange. 
For 30 years nothing happened and 
then suddenly we have three fires in 
six weeks. We assume it didn't hap¬ 
pen accidentally." David Wolf, one 
of the owners, of M Ysrsel JLrd • 

told The Jerusalem Pcx’.v* lerdai*.

Hassan: Arab leader 
should meet Peres 
on Fez peace plan 

KUWAIT (AFP). - Morocco’s King 
Hassan yesterday proposed a sum¬ 
mit conference between a chosen 
Arab leader and Prime Minister Shi¬ 
mon Peres to hear Israel’s views on 
the Fez peace plan. 

In an interview* published in the 
Kuwaiti Al-Seyassah newspaper, 
Hassan said the’ mission of the Arab 
leader would “not be to negotiate, 
make commitments or sign'[peace 
treaties], but to feel the pulse, recon¬ 
noitre and directly determine the 
enemy's [Israel's] thoughts on the 
Fez summit decisions.'' 

Hassan’s unprecedented proposal 
came as Arab foreign ministers 
gathered in Tunisia for the Arab 
League council sessions to discuss an 
emergency Arab summit confer- “ 
ence. 

“I propose this question to my 
brother [Arab] leaders and kings: 
What is shameful or disgraceful in 
choosing one among them and de¬ 
legating him for a summit meeting 
with Israel?” he said. 


Spain’s upgrading of PLO 
‘won’t affect ties with Israel’ 


Chief rabbis ‘break law’ in warning against ‘masorti’ schools

Israeli officials believe that 
Spain’s relations with the PLO will 
not be substantially altered despite 
the weekend announcement in Mad¬ 
rid on the upgrading of the organira-. 
tion’s representation in the Spanish 
capital. 

Senior Foreign Ministry sources in 
Jerusalem adopted a cautious 
approach to the Madrid move. But 
they axe convinced that it will not 
have a deleterious impact on rela¬ 
tions between Spain and Israel. 

The sources said that the 
announcement by Spanish Foreign 
Minister Francisco Fernandez 
Ordonez upon ins return to Madrid 
from a visit to Tunis merely “formal¬ 
ized” an existing situation. 

The PLO has had an office in the 
Spanish capital for five years. 
Ordonez’s announcement now 
grants that office the same status as 
offices of international organiza¬ 
tions. Ordonez, responding to a re¬ 
porter’s question after his return to 


Madrid, explained that the ’forma¬ 
lization" and upgrading of the PLO's 
status would not give its office the 
status of an embassy. 

But it was clear from his response 
that the PLO officials would hence¬ 
forth enjoy de facto diplomatic pre¬ 
rogatives. 

The Foreign Ministry's sources 
said Ordonez's statement was timed 
to blunt an expected Arab League 
reaction to Spain’s establishment of 
diplomatic relations with Israel two 
months ago. 

Meanwhile, an agreement on a 
co-production between Israel and 
Spain on a TV series is to be signed 
today by Jose Maria Calvino, 
director-general of the Spanish 
Broadcasting Authority. Calvino ar¬ 
rived here on Sunday, for a four-day 
visit. 

The agreement is between the 
SBA, the Israel Broadcasting Au¬ 
thority, and the Idan and Kastel 
production companies for a three- 
part series on Ladino.

The chief rabbis have broken the law by warn¬ 
ing parents against masorti or “traditional” 
schools „ the chairman of Hemdat, the public 
council for cultural, religious and scientific free¬ 
dom charged yesterday. 

Prof. Hillel Shuval told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that he had cabled the attorney-general and 
the minister of religious affairs, calling upon them 
to restrain the chief rabbis from further deroga¬ 
tory propaganda against the Tali school network, 
as it is officially known. 

. Shuval pointed out that the Compulsory Educa¬ 
tion Law specifically forbids propagandizing 
against or for specific schools during the registra¬ 


tion period. This law applies to all citizens and 
certainly to government officials such as the chief 
rabbis, he said. 

Hemdat claims that the campaign against the 
Tali schools “which provide traditional religious 
education from an enlightened point of view, is a 
result of their success in Jerusalem, Ramat Gan, 
Beersheba and Hod Hasbaron in attracting large 
numbers of pupils, and a resulting decline in the 
State Religious school system." 

The Masorti (Conservative) movement also 
reacted sharply to the chief rabbis' statement, 
which had warned parents against sending chil¬ 
dren “to the schools of the ConservativesThe 
Masorii statement noted that "there are no ‘Con¬ 
servative' schools in Israel.” 


U nlik e Agudat Yisrael. the statement con¬ 
tinued, “we make our contribution within the 
framework of state schools. We have not sepa¬ 
rated ourselves from the community. Our sons 
and daughters serve in the army.” 

The Masorti movement also noted that “it is 
totally inappropriate for the chief rabbis, who are 
after all government appointees, to defame any 
state school." On the contrary, it adds, they 
should encourage such programmes. 

Meanwhile, however, the Jerusalem chief rab¬ 
bis have promulgated their own statement against 
the Tali schools. Unlike the country’s chief rabbis, 
who merely “warned” against such schools, the 
Jerusalem chief rabbis specifically ruled tbat it is 
against Jewish law to send a child to such a school.

Three killed, 22 wounded in

METULLA. - Three people were 
killed and 22 wounded yesterday in 
an artillery barrage on Nabatiya 
launched by the South Lebanese 
Army. 

This was in response to a barrage 
of 12 Katyusha rockets that fell on 
the security zone early yesterday 
morning. No one was reported in¬ 
jured in this attack. 

Exchanges of fire continued 
yesterday nearJezzine between SLA 
forces ancLPalestinian gunmen based 
in Sidon. 

A Shi’ite Moslem leader vowed 
retaliation for what he termed Israeli 
.participation in foe shelling of Naba¬ 
tiya. 


"Israeli settlements and installa¬ 
tions will not be beyond the blows of 
the resistance henceforth,” said 
Mahmoud Fakih, leader of the 
dominant Shi’ite Moslem Amal mili¬ 
tia in the South. 

“The resistance knows the targets 
that would pain the enemy most.” 

He called on the predominantly 
Shi'it e population of South Lebanon 
to "brace for this new phase of 
confrontation.” 

Private Beirut radio stations said 
the IDF moved tanks and armoured 
personnel carriers across the border 
into Israel’s “security belt.” 

But Timur Goksel, spokesman for 
Unifil, said there were “no unusual 
military movements” in UN-policed 
areas of South Lebanon. 


VIENNA. - A Yugoslav magazine 
reported yesterday that former 
UN secretary-general Kurt Wald¬ 
heim was -assigned in 1942 to the 
headquarters of a special army unit 
accused of massacring civilians in 
Bosnia. 

The report appeared just hours 
after Nazi-hunter Simon Wiesenthal 
held a press conference in Vienna to 
call on Yugoslavia to respond to 
charges that Waldheim was a sus¬ 
pected Nazi war criminal wanted by 
Belgrade antborities for complicity 
in murder. 

The magazine, a biweekly pub¬ 
lished in Zagreb called Start, said ft 
had documents showing that Wal¬ 
dheim belonged to the operations 
command of a special group formed 
by tire Nam in May 1942 called 
Kampfjgruppe Westbosnien (Fight¬ 
ing-Group of West Bosnia). 

Following a German offensive in 
the s umm er of that year, a “total 
genocide agains t the civilian popula¬ 
tion” was committed in Bosnia, in¬ 
cluding the deportation of more than 
68,000 people to concentration 
camps. 

Although the Yugoslav govern* 
ment repeated yesterday that it had 
no comment on the Waldheim affair, 
Start’s publishers, the Vjesnik Pub¬ 
lishing House, follows the line of the

country’s ruling Communist Party 
and is the biggest publisher in 
Croatia. 

In Vienna, Waldheim's press 
secretary, Gerald Christian, reacting 
to the magazine article, quoted the 
presidential candidate as saying that 
during this period, Waldheim was 


temporarily assigned as an interpre¬ 
ter to an Italian unit, which formed 
pan of Fighting Group West Bosnia. 
Waldheim had not disclosed this 
until now. 

“He did not take part in any 
combat action whatsoever, and 
therefore he never had contact with 


partisans.” the spokesman said, 
adding that Waldheim was subse¬ 
quently transferred to Greece. 

In Salonika, Waldheim was with 
Army Group E. a unit implicated in 
the deportation of thousands of 
Jews. 

The World Jewish Congress 
(WJC) said in New York on Satur¬ 
day it had found a 1948 U.S. army 
document listing Waldheim, 67, as 
sought by Yugoslavia on suspicion of 
complicity in murder. 

“An accusation of murder is of a 
quite different order,” Wiesenthal 
told a news conference, referring to 
other charges in the past mouth that 
Waldheim belonged to three minor 
Nazi groups. 

“Wien it’s a question of murder I 
want to know the truth... The truth 
lies with the Yugoslav government." 

In comments reported by the 
Kurier newspaper* tore before the 

Yugoslavstoiy appeared. Waldheim 
accused “certain Jewish circles" of 
being behind a perceived anti- 
Austria campaign. 

“What the World Jewish Congress 
is now doing is absurd, an imperti¬ 
nence without foundation. It is im¬ 
pudence to label me now as a war 
criminal,” he was quoted as saying/ 

Waldheim declared that Jewish 
circles in the U.S. will not decide 
who becomes the next president of 
Austria. 
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Kulas to defend himself before Knesset panel

Law Committee Chairman Eli 
Kulas-is calling his panel into session 
next Monday to discuss the public 
and legal implications of what he 
called the “smear campaign’' against 
him concerning the way in which the 
Hebrew University awarded him a 
law degree last year. 

On the principle that attack is the 
best form of defence, Kulas told 
reporters yesterday that “the honest 
and decent people who know the 
regulations of the university and the 
Bar Association all know I got my 
degree, and my licence to practise 
law, in a totally legal and proper 
manner.” 

“Those who smear me with their 
evil tongue are merely spreading 
blood libel," he declared. “We have 


to find out who was interested in 
blackening my reputation and why." 

Kulas said the university's law 
faculty had not made things any 
easier for him because he was a 
public figure. “On the contrary, I 
would have got my degree years 
earlier, had I not been a Knesset 
member,” he claimed. 

Kulas is connected with the Liber¬ 
al Party wing led by Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim, but sources told The 
Jerusalem Post that the Kulas issue 
was not raised by Kulas's party rivals 
but by members of the law faculty 
who regarded the procedure 
adopted towards Kulas as improper. 

The sources said that last week, 
when procedures were posted in the 
law faculty for students who fail 
exams that would accord them the 
same rights as. those granted to 


Kulas, they provoked caustic com¬ 
ments from several lecturers. The 
procedures allow a student who has 
failed a subject four times to have 
two additional opportunities to take 
the final examination. 

Yitzhak Engelhard, the Hebrew 
University law"school dean, has de¬ 
nied that Kulas failed his criminal 
law examination four times. In a 
statement, the dean said that Kulas 
had been given two chances to take 
the exam, the last more than eight 
years after he began his legal studies, 
the maximum time allowed to com¬ 
plete them. Kulas failed both tests 
but then received permission to take 
it a third time under the anspices.of 
the Tel Aviv University law school. 
He passed the exam in July 1985. 

The Kulas degree affair was 
brought up yesterday in the Knesset 


House Committee, even though it 
was not on the agenda. 

“It’s the university's problem,” 
said Chaika Grossman (Mapam) in 
support of Kulas. “If the university 
claims he got his degree legitimately, 
the Knesset should stay our of it. I 
don’t Care if it took him four years or 
12 years to get his degree. As long as 
Kulas himself did not perpetrate a 
fraud, what is there to say?" 

Among the House Committee 
members who thought otherwise 
was Michael Eitan. (Likud), who 
said: “It happens all too often that 
when a Knesset member is criticized, 
his colleagues rally round him as 
though there existed a professional 
parliamentary guild. That is unheal¬ 
thy. If the issue is there, it should be 
cleared'up."

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Gur blasts footdragging on Kupat Holim aid

The Finance Ministry's footdrag¬ 
ging in approving the recommenda¬ 
tions of die Gadish report on Kupat 
Hofen reforms is “a national scandal, 

a financial scandal and a human 
scandal," Health Minister Mor- 
decfaai Gur said yesterday. 

Gur was replying to five urgent 
motions for the agenda on the imple¬ 
mentation of the Gadish report. The 
motions were referred to the Fi¬ 
nance Committee, with Gur express¬ 
ing the hope that the committee 
would deal with them “immediate¬ 
ly,” in the framework of its debate 
on the state budget, which is nearing 
its conclusion. 

Gur said the Histadrut need not 
have waited for the Gadish recom¬ 
mendation that its dues {mas ahid) 


be raised to help cover rising medical 
costs. It should have done that two 
or three years ago, Gur said, adding, 
however, that be was happy the 
Histadrut and Kupat Hotim bad 
accepted that part of the report. 

But there was no j ustification, said 
Gur, that government funding, 
which was 550 million this year and 
had been slated to rise to S70m. in 
the next fiscal year, had been cut to 
$39m. 

While the Gadish report does not 
propose a specific amount of govern¬ 
ment aid, it does recommend that 
the sum total of employer contribu¬ 
tions {mas makbil ) and government 
support should be S390m.

Feinstein 
funeral 
In J’lem

Thousands of mourners are ex¬ 
pected to attend the funeral of Rabbi 
Moshe Feinstein, who died in New 
York mi Sunday night at the age of 
91. His body is expected to arrive for 
burial in Jerusalem today. 

Affectionately called *‘Reb 
Moshe” by his followers, Feinstein 
was one of the world’s leading au¬ 
thorities cm hafatcha. He was bom in 
Uzda, near Minsk, in 1895 and stu¬ 
died with his father and in the local 
yeshiva. Feinstein became rabbi of 
Uzda In 1916 and of Laban in 1921. 
In 1937 he went to the U.S. and was 
appointed bead of Mesiftah Tiferet 
Yerushalayim yeshiva on New 
York’s Lower East Side. 

Feinstein served as president of the 
Union of Orthodox Rabbis of the 
U.S. and Canada (1968-1980) and of 
American Agudat Yisrael (1966-' 
1980), also acting as chairman and 
spiritual leader of the Aguda’s Moet- 
zet G’dolei Hatora. He was the au¬ 
thor of [grot Moshe , six volumes of 
responsa - answers to contemporary 
question of religious observance - 
and of Dibrot Moshe , 10 volumes on 
Talmud. 

Feinstein*s wife, Sima, prede¬ 
ceased him; he is survived by three 
children, Faya Sifra, David and 
Reuben. 

In a statement yesterday, Israel's 
two chief rabbis expressed sorrow at 
the death of Feinstein, whom they 
called “the... greatest arbiter in this 
generation. He was an outstanding 
yeshiva head, who left behind him 
several important volumes of respon- 
sa on all aspects of the Tara.” Fein¬ 
stein resolved problems of halacha, 
the chief rabbis said; for rabbis and 
ordinary Jews all over the world. 

Members of the late rabbi’s family 
in Israel told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that the body is doe to arrive at 
Ben-Gurion Airport at 4 p.m. The 
funeral has been provisionally set to 
leave at 9 tonight from the Etz Haim 
Yeshiva on Jaffa Road for the Har 
Hamennhot cemetery.

GENEVA (AP). - A marathon 
Opec meeting broke up yesterday 
with no agreement on oiJ production 
cuts aim ed at reversing the down¬ 
ward trend in prices, officials said. 

The collapse of the tumultuous 
talks sent open-market oil prices into 
a dive. However, industry analysts 
said Opec still had a chance of 
pushing prices back up if it agreed 
later on deep cuts in production. 

A one-sentence Opec statement 
issued at the close of the meeting 
said oil ministers from the 13- 
member Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries planned to 
meet again in three weeks to resume. 
the negotiations. 

The Geneva talks, which were 
held in a top-floor hotel suite, lasted 
nine days and marked one of the 
longest Opec conferences in the car¬ 
tel’s history. 

The final session ended in turmoil 
with Opec President Arturo Her¬ 
nandez Grisanti of Venezuela and 
many other ministers slipping out of 
the hotel without responding to re¬ 


porters' questions. The usual post¬ 
meeting news conference by the car¬ 
tel president was cancelled with no 
explanation. 

“I hope that we’ve laid the found¬ 
ation for the next meeting to be a 
successful one,” said Ali Khalifa 
al-Sabah, the oil minister of Kuwait, 
in brief remarks as he was leaving the 
Geneva hotel. 

“We understand each other’s 
positions better, and now we have a 
basis to go back and consult with our 
governments.” 

Others were more blunt. A source 
in the Ecuadorean delegation, 
speaking privately, said the minis- 
-ters had failed to agree on a limit for. 
their overall production or on quotas' 
for each member. 

“No ceiling, no quotas, no no¬ 
thing,” he said. 

Fawzi Shakshuki, the oil minister 
of Libya, said the ministers were 
aiming at a production ceiling of 
between 14 million and 15 milli on 
barrels a day. They currently pro¬ 
duce about 17 milli on barrels daily.

‘Most want smoking 
restricted at work’

Most Israelis would Eke to see smok¬ 
ing forbidden at the workplace, ex¬ 
cept in designated “smokers’ 
rooms," says a survey carried out 
last month by the Dahaf Research 
Institute. 

The survey, commissioned by the 
Society for the Prevention of Smok¬ 
ing. showed that 80 per cent of 
non-smokers and 50 per cent of 
smokers'questioned would favour 
such an arrangement. 

Nearly 70 per cent of those polled 
said they favoured banning smoking 
in queues in public places such as 
banks and post offices.

The motion's sponsor, Michael 
Eitan, (Likud-Henit) said that in 
recent years Bank Hapoalim had 
loaned hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars to Kupat Holim and other His¬ 
tadrut enterprises without adequate 
security.

“It is unthinkable that a 
case involving divorce, maintenance 
payments, custody of children and a 
considerable amount of property be 
heard just four days after I formally 
received notice of the case, without 


allowing me enough time to prepare 
a response,” she said. 

She noted that divorce hearings in 
rabbinical courts usually take a long 
time, and it was not dear why her 
case was being- handled like a “sum¬ 
mary court martial.” 

The petition said that Yehoram 
Gaon released his version of the 
divorce to the press even before it 
had reached the court, creating a 
"lynch" atmosphere that had 
affected her health. 

She added that she had asked the 
Chief Rabbinate to investigate the 
actions of the rabbinical court in her 
case, and had requested a lien on her 
husband’s property until the case 
was decided.

Rabbi Feinstein transplanted the 
intellectual grandeur of the Euro¬ 
pean rabbinate to the shores of 
America, where he guided the dyna¬ 
mic growth of a Tora co mm unity 
rebuilt &om the ashes of the Holo- 
caua. Speaking with him car reacfing 
one of his responsa conveyed the 
sense of being in contact with a vital 
link in that long chain of tradition 
going back to the Gaon of Vilna, the 
Raxnbam and the Talmudic sages. 

There was one special feature of 
Rabbi Feinstein’s life which must be 
focused on as the classic prototype of 
all the great religious leaders who 
dedicated their lives to public ser¬ 
vice. He bad no official position as 
the posseik (halachic authority) of 
his generation, nor did he receive 
any remuneration for rivaling with 
the varied problems of his vast and 
demanding clientele. 

Nevertheless, he found the time.

despite his exhausting responsibili¬ 
ties as the head of a yeshiva, to deal 
with every matter brought to him, 
large or small. He did so without the 
trappings of an elegant office and 
receptionists, wi el dang world-wide 
influence from a simple beit midrash 
table or modest flat on New York’s 
Lower East Side. He did so with such 
warmth and compassion that people, 
both tbe learned scholar and the 
simple layman, looked forward to 
having a problem to take to him, so 
that they would be able to enjoy bis 
company - and tell their grandchil¬ 
dren about it. 

Rabbi Feinstein was prodigious in 
his achievements as a modem sage 
cut from ancient doth. He com¬ 
pleted tbe Study of the entire T almu d 
well over a hundred times and had a 
phenomenal command of all the 
classical sources required for dealing 
with the most complex problems. 
PCs brilliant solutions to some of 
those problems enabled families to 
be established mid actions to be 
taken which would not otherwise 


have been possible. What made 
them possible was his inspired sense 
of historic responsibility and his un¬ 
disputed reputation for reliability. 

As immersed as he was in his 
studies and in his role as the unoffi¬ 
cial dean of the Orthodox rabbinate, 
he always found time to hear the 
troubles of ordinary Jews in non¬ 
ha] achic matters, and to comfort 
them with a reassuring word or guide 
them with wise counsel. This blend 
of tremendous public responsibility 
with compassion for the individual 
and a humble life-style is tbe ball- 
mark of the Jew whose generation 
accords him the title of gadol (great 
man) - and Reb Moshe was a peer¬ 
less personification of this great 
tradition. 

During his visit to Israel 22 years 
ago as a participant in tbe Knessia 
Gedola of Agudat Yisrael, a move¬ 
ment which he led and inspired, he 
spoke to an audience in Bet Shemesb 
about the chapter in the Tora dealing 
with the request made to Moses by 
the daughters of Zelohehad, for a 
portion in the Land of Israel. “Why 
were they so insistent on owning a 
piece of real estate in Eretz Yisrael 
when there was no doubt that tbe 
tribes of Israel would give them an 
adequate place to live?" he asked. 
“The answer is that they wanted 
their own share of the Holy I-and _ 
and the Tora considers this impor¬ 
tant enough to describe it in such 
detail.” 

As hundreds of thousands of Jews 
in Israel await, with heavy hearts, 
the arrival of Reb Moshe's coffin for 
burial in Jerusalem, we recall his 
words and the love which they ex¬ 
pressed for his Tora, his land and his 
people.

Rival Herat factions 
meeting to divide 
positions of power

TEL AVIV. - Representatives of all 
three Herat factions axe due to begin 
intensive negotiations before the 
end of tbe week to divide up posi¬ 
tions of power in the party and to put 
on a show of unity before the Labour 
convention of April 8. 

This was decided yesterday, fol¬ 
lowing consultations on Sunday by 
Vice Premier Shamir and his rival for 
the Herat leadership, David Levy, at 
their second meeting since the 
aborted party convention. 

They conferred tete-a-tete in a 
continuing effort to find a peace 
formula that would enable them to 
reconvene the convention for a 
second session. Sources close to both 
Shamir and Levy told The Jerusalem 
Post that the two will begin meeting 
with greater frequency. 

The new understanding mooted in 
Herat apparently ensures that, out¬ 
wardly at least, Shamir's leadership 
status will be unchallenged. The 
2,000 convention delegates will be 
declared en bloc to be members of 
tbe party's new central committee, 
although it is still possible that the 
Levy and Ariel Sharon blocs will 
manage to co-opt a few more of their 
supporters to the new committee. 

The aim now is to wrap up every¬ 
thing in a hurry and hold a one-day 
second session of the convention 
soon, if possible prior to tbe Labour 
convention. Herat's leaders will try 
to put on a show of unity to bldck the 
forces in Labour that want to pre¬ 
vent the rotation, The Post was told. - 

Sunday's Shamir-Levv meeting 
was not planned in advance. It was' 
suggested by Shamir to Levy during 
the weekly cabinet session and was 
held right after it. Shamir and Levy 
spoke for nearly an hour and sources 
on both sides said the two men were 
“developing rapport.'’ It was also 
considered significant that they were 
seeking a deal without prior con¬ 
sultation with Sharon. 

The solution said to be evolving is 
the creation of a four-man lead-, 
ershlp forum headed by Shamir, to 
include Levy, Sharon and Moshe 
Arens. Levy might also receive tbe 
title of Shamir's deputy. Shamir's 
role of party chairman would not be

divided, and other central jobs in the 
party would not go to any of the four 
or even to other ministers. 

Meanwhile, another stopwatch 
has begun ticking in the Likud. The 
Liberals say they are growing in¬ 
creasingly irate because the merger 
of the Likud components has not yet 
been ratified. It was to have received 
final approval at the Herat conven¬ 
tion. There is renewed talk in some 
Liberal quarters of splitting the 
Likud Knesset faction and declaring 
an independent Liberal faction. 

However, most Liberal sources 
doubt that this will happen. They 
note that this time Herat is not guilty 
of any iD-will towards the Liberals, 1 
and that the delay is due to Herat’s 
internal crisis. Most Liberals feel 
that Herat should- be given several 
more weeks to sort out its affairs. 
The Liberal consensus is that Herat 
will be able to patch things up. 

Moreover, Liberal sources point 
out that splitting the Likud Knesset 
faction would only encourage 
Labour to abandon the rotation, 
which would mean early elections. 
In this event, the Liberate would be 
vulnerable, since without Herat they 
cannot hope to be re-elected. 

Likud Knesset faction chairperson 
Sara Doron yesterday vehemently 
denied that Tourism Minister Avra- 
ham Sharir, a fellow Liberal, has 
been seeking a deal with Labour. 
Doron, a major figure in the Sharir 
faction, told The Post that a “more 
preposterous story is hard to im¬ 
agine. This is clearly a Labour pro¬ 
vocation. Sharir has been the most 
outstanding advocate in tbe Liberal 
Party of the merger with Herat, and 
has fought many battles in the party 
for that cause. He has even been 
labelled a ‘Henitnik* by his oppo¬ 
nents in the Liberal Party Sharir 
himself is now abroad. , 

Liberal sources added that linking 
MK Benny Sbalita with Sbarir's pur¬ 
ported move is also unlikely. Sharir 
has a large faction in the party, but 
Shalita is not a member of it. Furth¬ 
ermore, Shalita is tbe Liberal Party's 
most vocal hawk and recently voted 
- in defiance of instructions from the 
Likud faction - for Geula Cohen’s 
motion to annex Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza to Israel.

The Ministry of Industry and 
Trade and the Foreign Ministry are 
considering the appointment of an 
attache to deal with Egyptian-Israeli 
business ties. 

Woman seeks divorce 
from silent husband 

HAIFA (Itim). - A Haifa woman 
whose husband has refused to talk to 
her for many months has asked the 
local rabbinical court to order him to 
give her a get (bill of divorce). 

The woman said that he fulfilled 
all his obligations as a husband, and 
that they had continued to have 
sexual relations. 

The court has ordered the hus¬ 
band to undergo a psychiatric ex¬ 
amination to establish if he is fit for 
married life. This is required by 
halacha. which holds that if a mail 
has intercourse with his wife without 
talking to her or otherwise com¬ 
municating his feelings toward her. 
that is tantamount to rape. 

If a psychiatric examination shows 
tbe husband to be unfit for married 
life, the court can force him to give 
his wife a divorce. -But if it shows him 
to be mentally ill as well, the court 
could deride he is incompetent to 
give the get. 

Soldier to be tried 
for assault on child 

YAVNTEL (Itim). - An IDF soldier 
suspected of assaulting the child of 
new immigrants from the U.S. is to 
be tried, after what the child’s grand¬ 
father terms police negligence in not 
arresting the man. 

Tbe incident allegedly occurred 
last month in Tiberias. The child's 
grandfather, who arrived later from 
tiie U.S.. was astonished to learn 
that the suspect had not been 
apprehended. 

“Maybe this was because his 
brother and uncle are both on the 
Tiberias police force.” he said. 

This is the third case of sexual 
assault on minors in which the sol¬ 
dier has been implicated.

3 IDF men held

The archeologists said that part of 
Dayan's collection was acquired ille¬ 
gally. and the public should not be 
given the impression that the show 
legitimizes his methods of acquisi¬ 
tion. 

‘Sewage water Is key 
to Negev development’

water is the key to the development of 
tbe Negev, participants in a confer¬ 
ence on water use were told here this 
week. 

"There are many advantages to 
using treated sewage water in the 
Negev, since there is ‘ho risk of 
polluting the aquifers there,” David 
Yogev. the Agriculture Ministiy’s 
director of research and develop¬ 
ment told the conference at Ben- 
Gurion University. 

“But if farmers demand water of 
uniformly high quality for all crops, 
we have to subsidize it and there will 
be sharp debate on whether it is 
necessary to bring water to the 
Negev."

Four blacks killed 


in S. Africa violence 


NewU.S.-Turkey 
accord unlikely 


JOHANNESBURG. - A black 
policeman was beaten to death and 
three other blacks were reported 
killed as anti-apartheid militants 
attempted to spread strikes and con¬ 
sumer boycotts yesterday in South 
Africa's main industrial region. 

Residents said factional violence 
began Sunday night in Ratanda 
when Mandla Magazi was stabbed to 
death by unidentified men in a she¬ 
been, an illegal tavern. Residents 
said they believed Magazi had be¬ 
longed to the Ratanda Civic Asso¬ 
ciation, which supported a general 
strike called in the black township of 
45,000, some 65 km. southeast of 
Johannesburg. 

In a separate incident, civic asso¬ 
ciation spokesman said unidentified 
assailants shot and killed two men 
who refused to observe the strike 
call. After the shootings, he said, 
Ratanda came to a standstill and 
nobody tried to leave the commun¬ 
ity. 

The general strike called by the 
Vaal Stayaway Committee 
apparently fizzled in eight other 
townships that provide labour for 
white industries south of Johannes¬ 
burg. Some residents stayed home 
but others said they bad little notice 
of the strike and,- when they found 
taxis and buses running in the morn¬ 
ing. decided to go to work. 


Strike organizers said they sought 
to protest against the detention of 
community leaders, the prosecution 
of hundreds of township residents 
who had refused to pay increased 
rents for government houses and 
other issues. 

National Police Headquarters-in 
Pretoria said 40 youths, carrying 
bricks and sticks, attacked two black 
policemen on their way to. work 
Sunday night in Dennilton, in the 
black homeland of Kwandebele. 

A police statement said one polic- 
man escaped but Constable Johan¬ 
nes Leso, 35, was cornered outside a 
disco, dragged away and battered to 
death. 

Meanwhile, President P.W. 
Botha has condemned international 
economic sanctions against South 
Africa, saying they would encourage 
violence and revolution. 

Addressing a cattle breeder's con¬ 
gress, Botha yesterday said South 
Africa was caught up in a concerted 
effort to kill the truth and manipu¬ 
late reality. 

South Africans believed in civi¬ 
lisation and would not surrender to 
the forces of leftist revolutionary 
chaos, he said. 

In Fort Elizabeth, businessmen 
have called on the city council to 
abandon apartheid race policies or 
risk losing vital overseas investment. 


LAWS. - U.S. Attorney-General 
Edwin Meese said yesterday in New 
Delhi he was impressed with efforts 
to combat drug smuggling in India 
which has become a major transit 
point for narcotics. Meese was on a 
three-day visit aimed at improving 
joint efforts to stamp out drug traf¬ 
ficking.

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ANKARA (AP). - During his pre¬ 
sent visit U.S. Secretary of State 
George SbuJtz will not be able to 
resolve U.S.-Turkish differences 
that are holding up a new defence 
and economic cooperation plan, a 
U.S. official said yesterday.

The official said Turkey has never 
threatened to renounce the pact, 
which permits the presence of vital 
U.S. bases in the country. 

Turkey's main plea has been for a 
larger shareof the U.S. textile mar¬ 
ket in an effort to improve its eco¬ 
nomy through trade, rather than aid. 



Police dragnet in Pakistan 
after spectacular jailbreak 


KARACHI (Reuter). - Police laun¬ 
ched a dragnet yesterday for 31 con¬ 
demned prisoners freed when 40 
highwaymen in police uniforms 
stormed a prison with automatic 
weapons, sledge-hammers and 
scaling-ladders. 

Police said seven people - four 
guards, two attackers and one con¬ 
vict - were killed in running gun bat¬ 
tles during the assault Sunday on the 
prison in Sukkur, a Sind province 
town on the Indus River 365 km. 
north of here. 

Senior police officials began arriv¬ 
ing yesterday to investigate the jail- 
break and officials said that Prime 
Munster Mohammed Khan June jo 
was expected to visit Sukkur tins 
week for a personal inspection. 

Three convicts have already been 


recaptured. One was arrested as he 
waited in his convict uniform at a bus 
stop. Two others were found hiding 
in a date plantation, police said. 

They said they’believed the fugi¬ 
tives bad gone to ground in dense 
forests on either side of the Indus 
which is bridged at Sukkur. 

Officials said it was the largest 
jailbreak of convicted criminals in 
Pakistani history. It also was the 
second spectacular prison escape in 
the subcontinent in eight days. 


In the Indian capital New Delhi on 
March 16 internationally wanted cri¬ 
minal Charles Sobhraj walked out of 
maximum security Tihar jail after 
accomplices drugged guards. 
Sobhraj, charged with a series of 
murders, is still at large. 


Indian gov’t raps $350m. for Bhopal victims 


NEW DELHI (AP). - The Indian government yesterday described as 
“totally unacceptable” the $350 million-settlement reached between Union 
Carbide and private lawyers on the Bhopal gas disaster. 

“Union Carbide is taking every step to ensure that the case is settled for a 
very low amount.” said a written statement from the Ministry of Chemicals 
and Fertilizers. 

Union Carbide confirmed Sunday it bad readied an agreement with some 
private attorneys for survivors of the Bhopal gas leak that killed more than 
2,000 people and injured more than 200,000 others in December 1984. 

“The government has not endorsed any settlement on the lines reported in 
the press. The amo unt of settlement is inadequate and has always been so and 
is therefore totally unacceptable,” the Indian statement said. 

The government did not say what action if any it planned to counter the 
settlement. 


Tramp buried in millionaire’s grave. 


' BONN (Reuter). - Undertakers who mistakenly buried a one-legged tramp 
in a millionaire’s coffin while the rightful owner lay on amortuqry slab filed 
stst-in a Bonn court yesterday to recover costs and pin tfieblame elsewhere. 

Embarrassed funeral directors alleged that a negligent nurse af Bonn's 
University Clinic mortuary handed over the unclaimed corpse of a one- 
legged vagrant to undertakers who came to collect the millionaire. 

The paupeT lay buried in the rich man's plot for a week before the clinic 
realised its mistake and the millionaire’s widow demanded an immediate 
rectification, at a cost of 5,000 marks ($2,200). 


Soviet newsman calls few bolder journalism 


MOSCOW (Reuter). - A former Soviet newspaper editor urged journalists 
yesterday to write bolder, more critical articles and said the official press had 
long painted a picture of life far removed from reality. m 

“How can our work be effective if people read one thing and all around 
them they often see something completely different?” Mikhail Nenashev said 
in an interview with Zhumolist, the magazine of the Soviet Journalists Union. 

“Let us call successes successes, shortcomings shortcomings and mistakes 
mistakes,” he said. “Much depends on the capacity of a journalist to show 
professional boldness." 

Nenashev was editor until last month of the official newspaper Sovietskoya 
Rossiya, a post which he used in the build-up to the recent Communist Party 
Congress to campaign for more openness in the Soviet media. 


Finland In $433m. arms deal with Soviets 


HELSINKI (AFP). - Finland will buy tanks, anti-tank missiles, Sam 
ground-to-air missiles and other military equipment worth some $433 million 
from the Soviet Union over the next five years, it was announced yesterday. 

Lieutenant-General Aimo Pajunen, secretary of state at the Defence 
Ministry, said a deal was signed with Soviet authorities in late February. 

Gen. Pajunen declined to reveal the number or type of tanks and other 
weapons, but said the materiel would be for ground forces. 


CaU to ban aU cigarette advertising in U.S. 


DAYTON BEACH, Florida (AFP). - The American Cancer Society has 
called for a complete ban on cigarette advertising, already barred on TV and 
radio since 1971. 

At a seminar here, society chairman Charles Lemaistre said the ban should 
be extended to cover newspapers and magazines, as well as advertising at 
cultural and sporting events, which attract many young people. Similar pleas 
have been made recently by the American Lung Association and the 
American Medical Association. 

Cigarette manufacturers claim that advertising bans limit their freedom of 
expression and say advertising is aimed at persuading smokers to buy 
particular brands rather than inciting non-smokers to adopt the habit. 

The British government, meanwhile, yesterday announced measures to 
curb cigarette smoking which claims an estimated 100,000 deaths a year. The 
measures included new health warnings to be printed on cigarette packets 
spelling out the risks associated with smoking.

Israel created medical history 
yesterday when a team of doctors at 
the Knesset Centre for the Politically 
Terminally III grafted a growth 
policy onto the body of a 37-year-old 
economy. The economy's condition 
was last night described as critical 
but stable. 

A statement released by the hos¬ 
pital at the conclusion of the four 
month operation said that the team, 
led by labourologist Prof. Shimon 
Peres, had decided to go ahead with 
The transplant when it became clear 
that the economy was close to death. 

“His body ravaged by the effects 
of seven years of hyperinflation, the 
economy was on tiis last legs,” the 
statement said. “His unemployment 


rate was critically high and regular 
transfusions of imported American 
cash were having no discernible 
effect.” 

The economy spent some eight 
months in the intensiVe-care unit 
before the operation, in an attempt 
to stabilize his inflation rate and limit 
his consumption of luxuries. 

A counter-statement was released 
by dissenting members of the medic¬ 
al team, led try anesthetist Prof. 
Yitzhak Shamir and pathologist 
Prof. Yitzhak Moda'i. The counter- 
statement attributed the deteriora¬ 
tion in the economy's condition to 
the treatment he received under 
Prof. Peres and the then head of the 
medical centre Prof. (Res.) Yitzhak 
Rabin in the period prior to the first 
attack of inflationitis. 


Yesterday’s historic operation was 
the first time that a growth policy 
bad been grafted onto the body 
of a terminally ill economy. Medical 
experts in the U.S., including the 
renowned Prof. George Shultz of the 
Foggy Bottom Hospital in Washing¬ 
ton, have long maintained that it 
could not be done. 

An exhausted but satisfied Prof. 
Peres last night attributed the suc¬ 
cess of the operation to “Jewish 
ingenuity and a commitment to the 
search for peace." He predicted a 
“bright high-tech future” for die 
economy, “and possibly even a mar¬ 
riage with a royal neighbour.” 

The identity of the donor of the 
growth policy was still unclear last 
night. Prof. Moda'i, who had re¬ 
portedly opposed the Transplant, 


attributed the source of the organ to 
a Mr. Ro Tation, whose where¬ 
abouts have caused considerable dis¬ 
tress at the Knesset centre recently. 
But knowledgable forceps close to 
Prof. Peres maintained that Tation 
was still alive - for the time being. 

The sources added that the opera¬ 
tion had been undertaken after con¬ 
sultation with two outside experts - 
Prof. Yisrael Kessar of the Kupat 
Holim Very Sick Fund and Prof. Eli 
Hurwitz of the Cut-throat Em¬ 
ployers Medical Centre. The opera¬ 
tion was strongly opposed by Drs. 
David Levy, Ank Sharon and Gas¬ 
ton Malca who called for a revote on 
the decision and then rampaged 
through the operating theatre, pull¬ 
ing plugs out of the walls and throw¬ 
ing scalpels at the nurses.

Hundreds of Jewish leaders ail 
over the U.S. have admitted to using 
life-size cardboard cut-outs of 
Israel's Ambassador to the UN, 
Binyamin Netanyahu, to produce 
fake photos for their local newspap¬ 
ers supposedly showing the ambas¬ 
sador standing together with the 
machers of local Jewish organiza¬ 
tions. 

“We only wanted to show some 
signs of life in our group,” moaned 
one of those caught red-handed with 
the Netanyahu Stand-In. Morris 
Goldstein, president of the Muncie, 
Indiana chapter of the national Con¬ 
federated Discombobulated Asso¬ 
ciation of Jewish Men's Clubs, 
lamented to The Jerusalem Imposter 
in an exclusive interview, that “no¬ 
body comes to our meetings any 
more. We didn't think it would hurt 
to have our picture in the paper with 
the ambassador." 

A1J of this explains the real reason 
behind Netanyahu’s reputation as a 
“much sought-after speaker in the 
American Jewish community,” as 
press accounts often describe him . 
For the past two years, his office has 
bren distributing vast quantities of 
the full-colour cut-outs, which are 
also available in a Kipa-Kovered 
model for religious gatherings. 


According to unconfirmed re¬ 
ports, Netanyahu concocted the 
scheme as a way of responding to the 
flood of speaking requests that he 
receives. The Conference of Major 
Presidents of Minor American Jew¬ 
ish Organizations eagerly went along 
with the plan, seeing it as an easy 
way to boost the standing of their 
local chapters in the community. 
Since no one besides the chapter 
machers ever attends local meetings 
anyway, they shrewdly reasoned, no 
one else would ever know if Netany¬ 
ahu was there or not. 

The cut-outs were manufactured 
at a secret location in Brooklyn in a 
plant owned by Max Feldman, who 
proudly said that he donated the 
entire lot “for the welfare of the 
community.” It was later revealed, 
however, that he was allowed to 
make this donation in lieu of his 
annua] contribution to the UJA. 

The proceeds from the sale of the 
cut-outs have been used to finance 
diction lessons for Netanyahu, so 
that he can improve the Hebrew 
accent that gives his speeches that 
ring of authenticity. 

As an indication of just how wide 
this scam has spread, it was disco¬ 
vered that on Wednesday, March 13, 
1984, Netanyahu or his Stand-In - it 
is not clear from the pictures just 


wbo or what was where — appeared 
at no less than 16 separate dinners, 
testimonials, meetings and fund¬ 
raising banquets. In each case pic¬ 
tures of- the ambassador and his 
beaming hosts duly appeared in the 
local Jewish paper several days later. 

The scam was exposed after an 
over-zealous public relations officer 
at the embassy began circulating the 
photo below of Netanyahu with Ms 
omciai biography, citing his con¬ 
tributions at key moments in Jewish 
history. This picture was in circula¬ 
tion for over a year until Prof. Ho¬ 
ward Ben-Can a an, a yored who 
teaches Jewish studies at Albuquer¬ 
que Junior College, noted during the 
course of his research comparing 
Tora covers and Navaho rugs, that 
Netanyahu would have been only 
two years old when this picture was 
taken. He revealed his startling dis¬ 
covery in a paper read at a recent 
conference on cross-cultural 
embroidery. 

When your reporter sought a reac¬ 
tion from the ambassador's office, 
this recorded message was received: 
“The ambassador is away on a 
speaking engagement, and will re¬ 
turn tomorrow. Orders for Stand-Ins 
may be made by mail or in person, 
cheques or money orders accepted. 
Thank you and have a nice day!"

“Our experience 
has shown that areas closed for milit¬ 
ary purposes became land for new 
settlements.” 

ANOTHER FOCUS of attention on 
Land Day will be demands to in¬ 
crease the amount of land reserved 
for expansion of Israeli Arab villages 
and towns. Arab local heads unani¬ 
mously maintain that Arab villages 
have been allotted little, if any, land 
for expansion while neighbouring 
Jewish settlements have been given 
disproportionately large tracts. 

Some said they had been pre¬ 
vented from taking land adjacent to 
their villages under their councils’ 
jurisdiction, and the areas were later 
turned over to Jewish regional coun¬ 
cils. Others charged that Arab land 
had been annexed to neighbouring 
Jewish towns, such as Upper 
Nazareth, or taken over for 
afforestation by the Jewish National 
Fund.

The affair has occupied the Egyp¬ 
tian public for the past few weeks. 
How it will end no one can tell. Will 
the two actors be charged? Or will 
the authorities make do with the trial 
of the producer and director? 

The immediate result of the flap 
has been the surprising success of the 
movie at the box-office. Before the 
scandal broke, ticket sales were so 
low, the producers were about to 
withdraw the film. 

But after the religious figure's 
complaint, the film is playing to 
packed houses. And despite’its pes¬ 
simistic plot, it is likely to continue 
playing for months. 


Hardship Saudi-style

“SOME people.” said a wealthy 
Saudi merchant recently, “are suf¬ 
fering real hardship. Take me, for 
example - I now have to decide 
whether I can really afford to pay for 
first-class seats for ail my 17 servants 
next time I fly to Los Angeles." 

He was not. one suspects, being 
entirely serious. Yet his jest helps 
remind one that in Saudi Arabia, the 
word “recession" has a slightly less 
ominous ring to it than elsewhere. 
There can be few other countries 
which could survive a drop in over¬ 
seas earnings by more than half in 
less than five years with the apparent 
equanimity shown by the robed 
royal rulers of this vast desert king¬ 
dom. 

Only five years ago. Saudi Arabia 
was producing more than 10 million 
barrels of crude oil a day. Today, 
output is below five million barrels - 
less than half - with prices signifi¬ 
cantly lower than in 1980 and with 
every prospect- of them falling yet 
further. 

So bow is it done? In a word, 
reserves - of both cash and people. 
During the boom years between 
1974 and 1979. Saudi Arabia built up 
cash reserves of around $160 billion. 
It also imported more than two mil¬ 
lion foreign workers-equal to about 
50 per cent of the kingdom's indige¬ 
nous population - to provide the 
labour for the massive development 
projects financed by the oil revenue. 

ft 

WHEN THE going got tough, rhere 
were savings in the bank, and the 
foreign workers could be thanked 
for their help and shipped back 
home. For most Saudis, life went on. 
more or less, as before. Sales of cars, 
the most conspicuous item of con¬ 
sumption. dropped, admittedly, but 
they are still healthy enough, with 
the* British Jaguar the latest status 
symbol. 

"The average Saudi now keeps his 
car for three years rather than 18 
months before trading it in for a new 
one," says one analyst in Riyadh. 
“The people feeling the pinch are 
the foreigners." 

There are stories of some foreign 
workers not being paid, and of fore¬ 
ign companies pulling out because of 
government delays in paying for 
completed contracts. In the con¬ 
struction industry especially, which 


has traditionally employed hundreds 
of thousands of overseas workers, a 
number of local companies are fac¬ 
ing collapse. Cheaper workers from 
Bangladesh are replacing the more 
expensive Koreans, and British en¬ 
gineers and being hired instead of 
their more expensive colleagues 
from the United States. 

There has also been a crackdown 
on the transfer of work permits from 
one employer to another, so that 
once a contract is fulfilled, it is 
harder for a worker to find a new job 
without returning home first. For the 
estimated 150,000 Thais in Saudi 
Arabia, an added complication has 
been the kingdom's demand that 
they be certified free of Aids virus 
before coming here. Money sent 
home by workers overseas is Thai¬ 
land's third largest foreign currency 
source, after tourism and rice. 

"Without doubt, there has been 
an immense readjustment over the 
past few years.” said a senior diplo¬ 
mat here. "But one has to remember 
that in the 10 years before that, there 
had been a similar process of adjust¬ 
ment as the money started pouring 
in. So far, the system has been 
flexible enough to cope." 

SAUDI ARABIA'S cash reserves 
are now thought to be down to 
between $60 billion and $80 billion, 
while oil production has crept back 
up from its lowest level of only two 
million barrels a day. But increasing 
production, even modestly, is of lit¬ 
tle use if the market price keeps 
falling. Latest forecasts suggtesi the 
price could fall on average this year 
to below $20 a barrel, while demand 
from the world's non-communist 
countries is thought likely to in¬ 
crease by more than 100.000 barrels 
a day. 

Saudi officials, while accepting 
that they cannot continue drawing 
on'their reserves as in the past, insist 
that there is a positive side to the 
“new economic circumstances.” 
Businesses are forced to become 
more competitive and efficient, they 
say. while individual Saudis have to 
learn that the goose cannot be relied 
upon to lay golden eggs forever.

Agriculture Ministry Director- 
General Meir Ben-Meir said that 
stopping the irrigation of 350,000 
dunams as a result of the emergency 
would lead to a reduction in agri¬ 
cultural exports, fewer produce for 
the local market next summer and 
less profits for the farmers. 

During the past few years, farmers 
continued to grow cotton even 
though it was not worthwhile from 
the viewpoint of the national eco¬ 
nomy.

Despite these subsidies, however, 
cotton growers lost money because 
the price of cotton kept dropping on 
world markets.

It is dear that water subsidies for 
cotton growers will indirectly lead to 
interruptions in the supply of veget¬ 
ables this summer and even the 
supply of water for home use. But 
apparently. Premier Peres is of the 
opinion that we have to help the 
agricultural sector, even at the ex¬ 
pense of the general economy. He 
said the the crisis in the cotton indus¬ 
try is of a temporary nature and can 
be solved with $40 million. 

Heavily subsidized water also 
leads to overuse, which in turn, 
requires fresh investment to find 
new sources of water - a further 
drain on foreign currency reserves. 

Leadership, then, is not measured 
by promises made to every sector 
with which the leader is in sympathy. 
Leadership means responsibility to 
the entire economy. 

It would be useful if the premier 
acted to prevent waste and to make 
agriculture more efficient in the long 
term, by forcing farmers to turn to 
crops that are of greater benefit for 
the whole economy.

Less well-known than the Special 
Economic Zones (SEZ) ofSheuzhen 
and Zhuhai, the zones of Xiamen 
and Shantou have developed at a 
slower pace than their rivals. 'Die 
reason is relative inaccessibility. 
Both Shenzhen and Zhuhai border 
on Hongkong and. Magau; whereas 
Xiamen and Shantou lie further 
north, facing out towards the Taiwan 
Straits. 

A high proportion of former resi¬ 
dents of the Shantou zone make up 
the overseas Chinese community of 
Southeast Asia and the West. The 
diaspora factor is one of the key 
reasons why Xiamen and Shantou 
were chosen as SEZs. With poor 
communications and a relatively 
underdeveloped industrial infras¬ 
tructure, the two cities have staked 
their initial development prospects 
on the generosity of their overseas 
kinsmen. 

Yet relatively little international 
capital has come into the two SEZs 
from non-ethnic Chinese sources. In 
fact, Shantou has not attracted any 
investment at all from non-Chinese 
sources. Xiamen has been better 
placed and has signed contracts for 
over 20 joint ventures partially 
funded by overseas companies. 
However* few of those, businesses 
are from the U.S. or Europe. It is 


Hongkong and Japanese business¬ 
men who dominate investment in 
Xiamen. 

The two cities suffered economic 
stagnation from the 1950s .to 1979 
mainly because of the inward¬ 
looking trade policies during the 
Mao years, but also because of the 
two ports’ proximity to Taiwan. 

However, the central govern¬ 
ment is now trying to turn the pro¬ 
ximity to Taiwan into an asset. Xia¬ 
men has been authorized by the 
government to trade directly with 
Taiwan. And that:trade is taking 
place despite the Taiwanese govern¬ 
ment's legislation to prohibit such 
contacts. 

.This parallel , trade between 
Taiwan and also Hongkong has pro¬ 
voked the central government into 
issuing export licence quotas to the 
SEZs in order to prevent an outflow 
of high-vahie merchandise through 
the relatively free-wheeling SEZ 
corporation. . 

But those export licences have 
hurt some of the forcign-financed 
ventures operating in the SEZs. 
Although curbing illegal exports, the 
licences have suffocated certain - en¬ 
terprises which cannot get a high 
enough licence quota.

These side¬ 
line critics are something akin to the 
fina n cial advisers in the banks. They 
can’t make their salaries last until the 

end of the month, bat they know bow 
to advise others how to invest and 
make millions. 

AS these amateur strategists have 
. | two things in common: a singular 
'y ignorance of the relevant facts, and 
brilliant hindsight. Had someone 
taken their advice months or years 
ago, things would have been better, 
they keep telling ns. 

But when it comes to telling ns 
what to do now, we find that they 
have a multitude of conflicting opin¬ 
ions, viewpoints and policies. 

And when one of the prophets, is 
tapped for a key position and has a 
chance to actually do something, be 
finds that the view from the inside is 
very different from that on the out¬ 
side. Constraints and the need to pay 
off political debts tie his hands at 
every step. 

Perhaps the o utstanding cause of 
their defeat is their belief that finan¬ 
cial problems can be solved by jog¬ 
gling funds from one sector to 
another, instead of getting down to 
hard work; and that a problem can 
be solved by drawing up a plan 

4 forgetting that the most briffiant plan 
will be useless unless someone can be 
found to implement ft.

natural constituency, Ramon 
appears to be saying. 

MK Avraham Shapira (Agudat 
Yisrael) wants to increase the tax on 
petrol. He knows that relatively few 
ultra-Orthodox voters own cars, and 
that their children, unlike most secu¬ 
lar children, are transported to 
school by government subsidized 
yellow buses. 

So a week before the new fiscal 
year begins, tbe politicians are still 
arguing about which part of the 
population will suffer more. 

In the framework of “cutting” the 
budget, tbe government continues to 
find ways of increasing the tax bur- 
deij on Israelis, until life becomes 
unbearable. 

The tax burden in this country is 
already the heaviest in the world. In 
po other country with a per capita 
income similar to Israel's does the 
population pay anywhere near 47 
per cent of the Gross National Pro¬ 
duct in taxes, as is tbe case here. 

It has become dear that all the 
cutbacks the government adopted 
are to remain on paper; in practice, 
the government deficit will be re¬ 
duced only by constantly increasing 
taxes. 

But the-government's economic 
plan, which calls for reducing the 
deficit by cutting the budget or by 


raising taxes, is obsolete. The prog¬ 
ramme was put together before oil 
prices dropped, along with the in¬ 
terest tbe Israeli economy must pay 
on its foreign debts. The value of the 
dollar has also dropped in world 
money markets since the plan was 
conceived. All of these factors have 
benefited the Israeli economy, at 
least for the moment, but the gov¬ 
ernment is still keeping to the origin¬ 
al programme. 

If any part of tbe original plan 
should be preserved, it is foe dismis¬ 
sal of government workers. This was 
intended to change the structure of 
foe economy and reduce the hidden 
unemployment which saps the coun¬ 
try's economic strength. But Peres 
has already prevented implementa¬ 
tion of recommended dismissals . 

For some reason, getting the 
building industry moving again - 
including Solel Boneh - is now seen 
as the way to achieve growth. This is 
apparently why Peres and Finance 
Minister Moda'i have decided to 
help that sector by speeding up foe 
construction, of foe Mamilla com¬ 
mercial centre in Jerusalem and 
building a shopping mall in Bat 
Yam. The hoped-for economic 
growth has suddenly taken foe form 
of building commercial centres. 
Maybe there is a secret plan to 
export Mamilla. But I haven’t heard 
of it.

produced by foe firm so for this year 

had been shipped to other towns for 
marketing. Rabina refused to spe¬ 
cify where the matza had been sent, 
fearing that fires would be started 
there as well. 

Petah Tflcva fire chief Hanan Levi¬ 
tan said yesterday that after the first 
fire six weeks ago, an Arab em¬ 
ployee at foe factory had been 
arrested on suspicion of arson. Levi¬ 
tan said all three fires were probably 
caused deliberately. 

The Petah Tikva police refused to 
comment yesterday on foe possibil¬ 
ity of arson or to give details on foe 
suspect arrested after tbe first fire. 

The latest blaze broke out at about 
2:30 a.m. yesterday. A factory em¬ 
ployee working in a nearby building 
first spotted smoke coming out of the 
first floor of the storeroom. 

Soon huge tongues of Same en¬ 
veloped the building and clouds of 
black smoke covered Petah Tikva. 

Firefighters, arrived soon after the 
blaze broke out and battled the fire 
all night. 

The 200,000 packages of matza 
stored on foe fiitt floor of foe two- 
storey building were destroyed dur¬ 
ing foe early stages of foe fire. But 
the firefighters prevented foe blaze 
from spreading to tbe second floor, 
where another 150,000 packages 
were stored. 

Eleven fire trucks from Petah Tik- 
va, Bnei Brak, Givatayim and 
Ramat Gan, with three cranes and 
two bulldozers were used to fight foe 
fire. By yesterday evening it was 
under control but not extinguished. 

Industry Ministry spokesman 
Amiram Fleisher said he did not 
expect a matza shortage because 
other matza factories have agreed to 
step up production. 

The Chief Rabbinate has granted 
permission to matza factories to 
operate during the intermediate 
days of Pessah rf foe need arises, the 
spokesman said. 

One of foe owners of Matzot Yis¬ 
rael said on television last night that 
there would not be a shortage as long 
as foe public refrained from panic 
buying of matza. 

Matzot Yisrael and Matzot Aviv 
are estimated to produce 40-60 per 
cent of the country's matza. They are 
owned mainly by foe Danenberg, 
Wolf and Rabina families. 

The firm was placed in receiv¬ 
ership after foe families quarrelled 
among themselves. But court- 
appointed receiver Yebezkel Flu- 
min, who is now mana ging the firm, 
has brought about a reconciliation 
between foe families.

IT IS NOW SIX days to the end of the fiscal year, and the 
debate over the 1986 budget which went through its first 
reading in the Knesset three months age, still drags on in the 
cabinet itself. In the circumstance's, serious parliamentary 
debate of the budget can hardly be expected. 

The Treasury warns that if the framework of NIS 30.2 billion 
laid down six months ago is exceeded by a dreaded NIS 400 
million , the resulting monetary avalanche will sweep away the 
entire economic stabilization progr amme . It is, therefore, 
imperative, so say Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i and his 
assistants, to implement without delay the still pending budget¬ 
ary decisions of the government, and to enact the necessary 
legislation. 

There is something very odd in this argument. It contains no 
reference whatever to the significant changes in economic 
conditions that have taken place since the budget was originally 
drafted, and it takes no notice of the revenue side of the budget. 
There has, after all, been a fall in oil prices that may, in fiscal 
1986, save the economy at least $500 million, and possibly much 
more: only a fraction of the saving has so far been passed on to 
the consumer. There has also been a fall in interest rates 
abroad, which should have some bearing on the allocations for 
servicing the foreign debt. 

Other changes could be cited - but the Treasury's gaze 
remains fixed on the expenditure side. 

Hie Treasury is also rather selective in the choice of past 
government decisions on which it insists and on the tax 
increases that go by the name of budget cuts. 

Thus while pensioners are to be taxed and benefits for 
invalids are to be cut, and while parents are to pay a levy for the 
compulsory education of their children, the use of company 
cars is to remain tax-free. People over 65 will be free tu go on 
working (and paying national insurance premiums), but their 
old-age benefits are not to be augmented. 

At the same time, the premiums paid for “managers 
insurance" are to stay untaxed to assure comfortable pensions 
to the managerial class. 

When the budget was originally drafted, the atmosphere was 
still one of immediate economic crisis. The argument then was 
that in an emergency considerations of social justice must take 
second priority. If that argument was ever plausible, it has 
become far less so in the past six months. Social justice should 
therefore be restored to its rightful place in the order of 
priorities. 

If the danger of overrunning the original budget is indeed as 
great as the Treasury depicts it, then social injustices must be 
done away with in that framework. 

The Treasury itself has suggested, according to one report, 
that the travel tax be raised next summer to $200: this should 
bring in as much revenue as the tax on pensions. A tax on the 
use of company cars could yield the entire $15 million over 
which Health Minister Mordechai Gur is doing battle with Mr. 
Moda'i. A tax on luxury flats might equal two-thirds of the 
revenue expected from the education levy. 

The budget needs revision. But if time and political pressures 
do not allow for the most urgent of the required reordering of 
priorities, then the sky will not fall in even if the budget 
framework itself is exceeded by one per cent. 


The case of Kulas 


A GREAT legal luminary the chairman of the Knesset Law 
Committee, Eliezer (Eli) Kulas, is not, and has never been 
reputed to be. But then there is nothing in the Knesset 
regulations that says the chairman of the committee must be a 
great legal luminary, or for that matter even hold a law degree. 
A law student struggling against impossible odds to graduate at 
the bottom of his class would certainly do, under the regula¬ 
tions. 

Nevertheless, even in a democracy noblesse oblige, and the 
custom has over the years developed of awarding this high 
legislative office only to a known and respected jurist. So that 
when, in 1981. a youngish freshman deputy still engaged in a 
protracted effort to finish his legal education, was chosen by his 
Liberal colleagues to bead the Law Committee, there were 
expressions of dismay. 

Knesset Speaker Menahem Savidor, himself a Liberal, 
scolded his faction by querying, publicly: “Are you all crazy? 
The Liberal wing (of the Likud) doesn't have a more serious 
candidate than Kulas?" The Liberal justice minister, Moshe 
Nissim, too, was reported to be appalled. But political consid¬ 
erations prevailed, and Mr. Nissim was overruled. 

Since then Mr. Kulas has been doing his yeoman’s best to 
overcome the initial prejudice against him, although with 
rather less than overwhelming success. He dutifully followed 
party directives, and would only come to notice when he helped 
scuttle such legislative efforts as the proposed basic law on civil 
rights, or when he pushed a retroactive amendment to the 
pensions law designed to accommodate a single person. 

But now MK Kulas has become a celebrity, of sorts. 
Doubtless he wishes he were not. 

For it is alleged that Mr. Kulas finally won his degree, and 
then his lawyer's licence, by trading on his parliamentary status 
to obtain special dispensation from the law school deans of the 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv universities. 

The allegations have been denied, not least by Mr. Kulas 
himself. The two law deans have disclaimed any wrongdoing on 
the chairman’s behalf, and in any case he must not be 
condemned without a proper investigation. Such an investiga¬ 
tion must now be undertaken, preferably by the Knesset Ethics 
Committee. And until that committee has handed down its 
report, it would be only proper for Mr. Kulas to vacate his high 
seat.

“WE GOT the two doctors; now 
let's get the perfesser," was one of 
the more memorable quotes from 
the recent Herut convention. - 

The “two doctors” who had hit the 
dust were Dr. Eliahu Ben-Elissar 
and Dr. Binyarain Ze’ev Begin. 
“The perfesser” in line to be tackled 
next was Prof. Moshe Arens. 

The two doctors had been shot 
down in the only two votes that were 
held at the convention before it 
broke down in total pandemonium: 
Ben-Elissar lost to Moshe Katsav 
and Begin lost to Arik Sharon. 
Arens was slated to run against 
David Levy for the chairmanship of 
the convention's steering commit¬ 
tee. 

The most telling reference was to 
Ben-E lissar , for he was running in 
the name of the David Levy camp, as 
opposed to Binyamin Begin i who 
was running for the Shamir caucus. 
The fact that the “wreckers”, who 
we know by now to have come nearly 
entirely from the Levy camp, were 
determined to get Levy's man Ben- 
Elissar, too, is a chilling indicator of 
what was going on. 

David Levy himself had had am¬ 
ple opportunity during the previous 
week to repeat his snide remarks 
about “doctors” and “ eenteligentim" 
in replying to the unguarded com¬ 
ment by Arens about a mafia in the 
party. 

Herat may survive this conven¬ 
tion. But even were it supplanted by 
another party on the right, however, 
it would be no tragedy. Beginning 
with its predecessor in Jabotinsky’s 
Revisionist Party, it has had a 61- 
year run. This is not a bad record, 
especially when one considers that 
it, and the Mapai precursor to to¬ 
day's Labour Party, which it arose to 
oppose, represented the political 
schisms that were racking the Jewry 
of East and Central Europe 30 and 


60 years ago, but which have become 
somewhat meaningless today. 

The implication of the unbridled 
hatred for “doctors and professors” 
and all they represent is much more 
worrisome for the future of Israel. 

ft is far from just Herat. Consider 
the following: 

• In an international ranking of the 
level of high school students' per¬ 
formances in mathematics and the 
sciences, Israeli students came out 
lower than those of nearly all of the 
industrialized countries. Of those 
countries, only the- U.S. ranked 
slightly lower than Israel. We can be 
proud of the fact tbat we also came 
out ahead of Zaire and Swaziland. 

• A friend recently told me that a 
friend of his who marks SAT (Scho¬ 
lastic Aptitude Tests) taken by appli¬ 
cants to American colleges told him 
that many Arab students from East 
Jerusalem and the West Bank did 
much better in the mathematics part 
of those tests than did many of the 
Israeli students whose tests be had 
marked. 

• Every year, the army gets some 
1.000 new recruits rated as effective 
illiterates, after “passing through" 
nine years compulsory education. 

• University educators keep on 
complaining of the sub-standard 
state of preparation in which they 
receive new students from the high 
schools, and army officers complain 
of the declining level of technical 
training in the vocational schools, as 
evidenced by the level of the recruits 
they giet. 

All of this is happening in the only 
sovereign state of the Jewish People, 
a people who have been said to 
treasure, above all other values, the 
importance of learning. 

One could add to the above list the 
low esteem in which teachers are 
held in the country and, apparently, 
in which they hold themselves. One

THE APPEARANCE of Meir 
Kahane and his crew on Israeli TV 
recently during their national party 
convention in Jerusalem, had chill¬ 
ing significance for me. It sent me 
back nearly IS years to when I was a 
young psychology graduate student 
in New York City. 

Kahane had gained some promin¬ 
ence with his Jewish Defence 
League (JDL) thugs in New York, 
where fighting hostile Blacks and 
Puerto Ricans in “ghetto” Brooklyn 
may have made some sense. 

I went to hear him speak to a 
student group and I was, frankly, 
unimpressed and annoyed. The man 
was trying in an all too obvious way 
to make us see dangers that really 
weren’t there and then led us to 
believe that he was the ideal one to 
help us confront these dangers - by 
violent means. If, I thought, he was 
selling cars, no one would have 
bought. Many in the audience 
reacted with laughter and scorn. 

For myself and other students in 
New York in the early 1970s he 
continued to be a minor figure on the 
fringes of provincial Brooklyn, orga¬ 
nizing disgruntled and frightened 
Jewish youths looking for action and 
outlets for their aggression. 

Years passed. I finished my stu¬ 
dies and came to live in Israel where 
I have worked in my profession ever 
since. 

Then, some years ago, Kahane 
showed up in Israel. Perhaps he had 
not made much progress in Brooklyn 
and thought the market might be 
better here. I was stunned at the 
gullibility of Israelis. I had grown 
resigned to the phenomenon of 
Israelis indiscriminately adopting so 
much from America, but I was baf¬ 
fled by his acceptance here. 

In America, his cheap game was 
so patently dear. Find a bogeyman 
- first the Communists, then the 
Blacks and Puerto Ricans - and go 
after him. Kahane had come to 
Israel and simply switched the 
bogeyman to the Arabs. 

To the extent that anyone thought 
about him at all, they could not 
believe he really cared about any¬ 
thing more than making a name for 
himself. Media events were his goaL 

The press became caught in the 
trap.. How could they not report, for 
example, a major news event such as 
Kahane’s attempt to enter the Arab 
village of Unun el-Fahm and con¬ 
vince the Israeli citizens there to 
emigrate. Even though he was stop¬ 
ped - and some 400 Jews who went 
there in solidarity with the villagers 


did help stop him that day - Kahane 
still won visibility in the press. 

A year later, his group convened 
at Binyenei Ha'uma. The TV news¬ 
man there was caught in the dilemma 
of the liberal press: How to cover 
this news event and yet withhold 
support from and imply criticism of 
the movement? The newsman tried 
to do so by reporting in an ironic and 
somewhat humorous vein. Humour 
is often a good ploy to lake the wind 
out of an opponent's sails, but I 
doubt if it is enough in this case. 


THREE YEARS ago, I wrote of my 
experiences as a member of an 
Israeli delegation to a European 
conference on the rise of neo- 
Fascism in Europe (“Double Im : 
ages." The Jerusalem Post February 
4,1983). The situation of the Israeli 
delegates was a strange one. As 
Jews, it was only right that we had 
been inivited. Yet. unlike our col¬ 
leagues from Holland, Belgium, 
Germany, France and England, we 
could not report on any organized 
Fascist movement in our country. 

So. somewhat smugly, we watch¬ 
ed films from other countries, films 
showing arrogant right-wing thugs in 
their leather costumes facing off 
liberal and leftist demonstrators, 
who were occasionally beaten by 
police protecting the civil rights of 
the fascists. 

This year we were treated by 
Israeli TV to similar scenes, only this

only has to read many street names 
in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and else¬ 
where to recall the high esteem in 
which teachers were held in the early 
years of the yishuv, and of the state 
of Israel. 

Anyone with a sense of himself as 
a Jew cannot but react with a deep 
sense of shame and consternation to 
the above bits of evidence. 

Besides the sense of shame, there 
is a very real danger of Israel’s losing 
the qualitative advantage which in 
the past permitted her to triumph 
over her stronger and more numer¬ 
ous enemies. But it is an advantage 
that she also sorely needs in order to 
deal with the myriad internal prob¬ 
lems which have been badly neg¬ 
lected for at least the past two de¬ 
cades. 

It may well be that such develop¬ 
ments come in waves. If that is 
indeed so, one can only hope that we 
are at present deep in the trough of a 
wave of disdain for learning, intelli¬ 
gence and formal education, and 
that the only way forward is up, out 
of that trough. 

But such waves do not happen of 
their own. Climbing up out of the 
trough entails leadership and direc¬ 
tion, qualities that have not been too 
much in evidence either among our 
political “leaders” or in the educa¬ 
tional establishment. 

If there is any one area in which 
business-as-usual can pose a mortal 
threat to the future of Israel, the 
evidence cited, and the atmosphere 
evinced at the Herut convention - 
but not only there - would seem to 
point to the field of education, and 
our national attitude to it. Dealing 
with this problem is as important as 
the efforts being made to rescue the 
economy, and certainly more critical 
than the question of will he or won't 
he - rotate, that is.

time at Binyenei Ha’uma, which is 
supposed to reflect the best of the 
nation. Is this what Herzl meant 
when he said we would be a country 
like all countries, that we, too, 
would have our own fascist party? 

Without for a moment minimizing 
the real danger of this shameful, 
simplistic political organization, it 
seems to me that in the end, Kahane 
reflects trends and fears inside each 
and every one of us. Amos Alon 
wrote some years ago in The Israelis 
that most Israelis fight the Arabs 
each day and lose to the Naas each 
night. 

We all have fears and doubts: for 
our physical safety, our economic 
security, abilities and our children’s 
welfare, to name a few. 

The question is, what do we do 
with these fears? Howjlo we handle 
them? Do we let them overcome us. 
or do we function well despite them? 
Rabbi Nachman said very wisely that 
all life is a narrow bridge and the 
main thing is not to be afraid. 

Kahane and crew play on the 
lowest way of dealing with these 
fears. They find their source in peo¬ 
ple who look different. The solution 
they propose is seductively simple: 
Get rid of the other people. Psychol¬ 
ogy teaches us that this is a bankrupt 
strategy for individuals and society, 
because this strategy only helps us to 
avoid dealing with the real source of 
these fears, ourselves.

Sir, - Permit me an addition to 
your newsfeport of March 18 con¬ 
cerning the visit of the Bishop of 
Rome to the Rome synagogue. (Un¬ 
like certain “veteran" representa¬ 
tives of a major Jewish organization, 

I see no reason for referring to. the 
Bishop of Rome as the “Holy 
Father.”) Your report, quoting reac¬ 
tions from diverse Jewish quarters, 
akn links the synagogue.visit to the 
question of Vatican diplomatic rela¬ 
tions with Israel. 

The Vatican is undoubtedly an 
establishment of some diplomatic 
s ignifican ce, and hence it is legiti¬ 
mate for political bodies (e.g. the 
Israeli Foreign Ministry and various 
Jewish organizations which, in crude 
but actual fact, are political - or 
rather pseudo-political - but certain¬ 
ly not religious) to desire full di¬ 
plomatic ties. But a Jewish theolo¬ 
gian is at liberty to dissent, even at 
the risk of the stupid accusation of 
“sabotaging” Jewish interests. (Stu¬ 
pid, because the Vatican will do 
what it deems expedient, and will be 
□either encouraged nor deterred by 
the busybodying and lobbying of 
Jewish organizations or by the opin¬ 
ions of Jewish theologians.) 

As an Israeli citizen, I desire nor¬ 


mal and full diplomatic relations 
with other' bona fide sovereign 
states: Albania, if possible; San 
Marino, by ali m^ans. But why with 
an allegedly religious institution that 
tries to play the game of a sovereign 
state? A Jew should certainly be 
interested in better interfaith rela¬ 
tions with other religious groups, 
including the one of which the 
Bishop of Rome is the head. (From jp, 
the narrow local point of view of a 
Jerusalem citizen, “the” Bishop of 
Jerusalem is, of course, the Greek 
Orthodox Patriarch.) 

But if the Bishop of Rome consid¬ 
ers himself, on the one hand, the 
successor of him who said'that his 
kingdom was not of this world, and 
on the other claims ali the preroga¬ 
tives and privileges of a sovereign 
head of state (including Vatican 
passports and papal ambassadors/ 
nuncios), this is his affair. A Jewish 
theologian with a minimum of Jew¬ 
ish self-respect is hot bound to play 
this game. Those who make an issue 
of Vatican “recognition" of Israel 
should at least say that they are 
speaking not for Judaism, but as 
members of the club of political 
busy bodies.
